How St. Louis Enter- 
tained the Man From 
Maine To-Day. 


Crowds Surround His Quar- 
ters at the Lindell 
All Morning. 


A Public Reception and a 
Speech on ’Change This 
Afternoon. 


Mr. Blaine Breakfasts Late This Morning 
All Callers, Much to the 
Disgust of Local Statesmen— The Ex. 
change Hall Crowded to Meet the Dis- 
tinguished Guest—His Speech in Full— 
The Reception and Its Incidents—What 
He Thinks of St. Louis—He Is “Out of 
Politics’? on This Trip and Cannot Be 
Induced to Refer to the Subject—The 
Day in Detail, 


and Refuses 


The Blaine party took their time tobe stir- 
ring this morning and enjoyed a long slumber 
after their wearisome trip from New York. 

The Vandalia train, 

on which the party 

traveled in the pri- 

vate car of Presiden, 

Roberts, was de- 

layed by the storm 

of yesterday and did 

not arrive until 9:15

Jas. G. Blaine. was just as cordially 

answered. They were conducted at once to 

their carriages and were driven tothe Lindell 

Hotel, where apartments were prepared for 

them. Atthe ladies’ entrance of the hotela 

throng of interested spectators had gatheged, 

and in the reception room were the gen. 

tlemen appointed by the Merchants’ Exchange 

and others to welcome him. Mr. Blaine bowed 

pleasantly to all who were present, speaking 

to each one he knew with that frank, cordial 
manner which is one of 

HIS CHIEF CHARACTERISTICS. 

Mr. Elkins, whowas with him, was of course 
at hcme here where he has been frequently 
of late in the interests of the St. Lonis, Arkan- 
sas & Texas Railroud. The party were shown 
at once to their apartments where, after 
a short time, the deputation of citizens at 
the hotel waited upon him. Contrary to ex- 
pectations Mr. and Mrs. James G. Blhaine, Jr., 
were not in the party, which was composed 
only of Hon. James G. Blalne and Mrs. Blaine, 
Miss Blaine, Miss Dodge, the cousin of Mrs. 
Blaine, who has made herself famous under 
the nom de plume of Gail Hamilton, and Mr. 
8. B. Elkins. They were assigned to apart- 
ments Nos. 7, 9, 10,11 and 12, on the parlor 
floor, with -priyate parlor 13 in the suite 
as a reception-room. Mr. and Mrs. 
Blaine occupy 10 and 11 on the corner of Sixth 
and Washington avenue. Next to them is 
Miss Blaine, whose room adjoins the parlor, 
and Miss Dodge and Mr. Elkins are across the 
hall in 7 and 9. 

THE COMMITTEE OF CITIZENS 
who called upon Mr. Blaine included Gen. D. 
P. Grier, ex-Gov. E. O. Stanard, Mr. John M. 
Booth, Mr. Web M. Samuels, Mr. Alex. H. 
Smith, and with them were Col. D. P. Dyer, 
Mr. D. M. Houser, Mr. B. O. Lee, Judge 
Normile and several others. They welcomed 


Mr. Blaine, and after the introductions were 
over and the party had chatted for a few min- 
utes, they stated that they were bearers of an 
invitation to Mr. Blaine to visit the Merchants’ 
Exchange and speak upcn the public issues of 
the day, as well as to meet the representative 
citizens and merchants of 8t. Louis. The in- 
vitation, they said, was given by the citizens 
of St. Louis irrespective of party, who would 
be glad to meet so distinguished a visitor, and 
one who had takenso active and prominent 
part in the conduct of the Nation. 

Mr. Blaine replied that he was in the West 
on a visit of an entirely private nature and it 
was not his intention when he started to make 
speeches nor receive any public demonstra- 
tions, but he did not feel as if he could decline 
an invitation of this kind and would be at the 
service of the committee. at any convenient 
time. It was arranged, therefore, that the 
committee should call for Mr. Blaine at 12:15 
to-day and escorthim to the hotel, where he 
would holdareception in the reading-room 
until 12:45 and a general reception in the Ex- 
change until 1:15, when he would deliver an 
address. 

Gen. Grier, the vice-chairman of the Repub- 
lican Central Committee, suggested that the 
Republicans of St. Laquis were most anxious to 
meet and bonor their distinguished leader ,and 
asked if a reception could be given during his 
stay in the city, but Mr. Blaine. while thanking 
Gen. Grier for the intended honor, said that he 
had determined to let politics rest and would 
have to decline such a demonstration. 

The visit of these gentlemen and this chat 
enjoyed in the parlor after the arrival made it 
a late nour last night when Mr. Blaine was free 
to retire. The party had taken supper on the 
car, and hence did not require any in the 
hotel, but it was midnight before the time for 
rest and sleep came. For this reason there 
was no hurry about arising this morning. 

THER HOUR FOR BREAKFAST 
had been fixed at 9 o'clock and it was arranged 
by Mr. Howe of the Lindell management, who 


‘is an old acquaintance of Mr. Blaine, having 


had him for a guesta number of times, that 
breakfast should be served in private lor 
No. 13 instead of inthe main dining-hall. At 
the hour fixed the table was all prettily laid 
with covers for eight. The best service ofthe 
hotel was brought into requisition and a bunch 
of white flowers was tastefully on the 
mantel. The table looked inviting, 
breakfasters made their ap 
head- waiter wonton | a 
expectant attitude 
white napkins artigtical 
arms.

Mr. Howe saw that everything 
was ae nges, and then left them to enjoy their 
meal. 
THE BREAKFAST 
was not elaborate but was tasteful and had 
lenty of variety. The menu opened with 
ruit, which was followed by fresh 
shad, and for meats broiled snipe on 
toast and porterhouse steak, with 
rolls and with cucumbers, radishes and 
other delicacies in the way of side dishes. Mr. 
Blaine eats eggs at this time of the year and 
had acouple soft-boiled for him. The party 
reimained an hour at breakfast and then 
returned to Mr. Blaine’s apartments. Mr. 
R.C. Kerens called shortly after breakfast, 
but remained only ashort time. Mr. Elkius, 
who was in the corridor a few minutes, 
came down stairs after breakfast and went 
to the offices of the St. Louis, Arkansas 
& Texas Railroad with Mr. Kerens. Mr. 
Elkins, in a chat with a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter about the trip,said it had been a very 
leasant one. The party started ‘from 
New York day before yesterday morning 
in their special coach, and came _ direct 
to St. Louis without stopping and without 
even getting out of the car. ‘‘All of our 
meals,’’ said he,‘‘were taken on the coach. Of 
course, there were many efforts made to in- 
terview Mr. Blaine and to see him, as 
well as to get him to make a 
speech, but he resisted all of them. 
There were crowds atthe depot at Columbus 
and elsewhere, but Mr. Biaine is positively 
notin politics this trip and will have nothing 
to do with the subject. He is coming West 
tor the sole purpose of visiting 
his daughter, Mrs. Lieut. Copa: He will 
go to Fort Gibson, stopping at Eureka Springs, 
and then will 5° to Denver and will return by 
Omaha and Chicago. My coming was simply 
an accident, I came on business connected 
with my i railroad, as ~-Col. Fordyce 
is away and Mr. hkherens is overworked. 
I will stay where for some time. 
Politics? Not from me. I am out too just 
now. You see when a fellow gets licked once 
he is shyer about tackling the other fellow too 
soon again. Wearealishy and I cannot say 
a word about Mr. Blaine’s political plans 
except to say that I don’t know that he bas 
any, and this trip has nothing to do with 
them.’’ ‘ 

The corridor on the parlor floor was never 
empty of either guests or employes of the 
house, and whenever Mr. Blaine showed his 
head ‘‘That’s him,’’ ‘‘There he is,’’ ‘*‘That’s 
Jim,’’ and remarks of a like 
nature would go around the circle. Mr. 
Blaine showed himself very little, however, 
after breakfast, but retired to his apartments 
and rested all morning and received no call- 
ers. Several cards were sent up to him 
by visitors and reporters, but they 
were returned either with some éxcuse 
or with no answer at all. Mr. F. W. Mott, the 
Assessor and Collector of the Water Rates, 
candidate for the Council and Secretary of the 
Republican State Central Committee, sent 
his card uD and received answer 
that Mr. Blaine was out. Mexican Con- 
sul Cahill had his card returned and 
contented himself with warming his 
heels at the heater duown-stairs and won- 
dering what reputation was worth. Dr. J. J. 
Kane, probably the best-known of the Irish 
Blaine men locally, was also in the hotel for 
some time, but could not get near 
him, and he and Mr. Mott went 
out on the sidewalk and condoled 
with each other. ‘‘Heisthe one man in the 
country,’’ said Dr. Kane, ‘‘thatI would like 
to shake hands with. Il only want to grasp his 
hand once, and speak with him.’’ 

‘‘Isn’t there to be any chance. at all?’’ he 
asked of Mr. Mott. 

‘*‘ITdon’t know,’’ said the latter, shaking 
his head dolefully. ‘‘He will be on ’Change, 
you know, in ashorttime.’’

THE LADIES OF THE PARTY 
had two or three callers, however, whom they 
entertained inthe parlor around tie blazing 
fire.

Sturgeon were 
also admitted and chatted for 
haif an hour. The morning was 
passed in this way without special event until 
the committee from the Merchants’ Exchange 
arrived. Shortly before that time Mr. Elkins 
and Mr. Meek and Mr. Kerens re- 
turned to the hotel and joined the 
party. The gentlemen of the committee, 
ex-Gov. Stanard, President Gaiennie, Mr. 
Web M. Samuels, Gen. D. P. Grier, Mr. Booth 
and Mr. Smith, were prompt at the hour ar- 
ranged, 12:15. They drove up to the ladies’ 
entrance in carriages and went directly to Mr. 
Blaine’s room. 
ex-Goyv. Stanard experimented a little on the 
rooms and struck a vacant one, Mr. Elkins’ 
first, when the POST-DISPATCH reporter, who 
had blazed the way, started im in the 
right direction, and a knock on 
the corner room brought out 
Mr. Elkins, who asked the committee 
to wait a moment, as Mr. Blaine was not quite 
ready. In afew moments the gentlemen were 
asked into the room. 
MR. BLAINE WAS STANDING 

by the mantel on the other side of the grate. 
He wore a Prince Albert coat unbut- 
toned and a pair of gray check 
trousers. He wore alsoa plain black tie and 
his white hair was brushed back from his 
forehead and his Vandyke beard was closely 
trimmed, as he always wears it. His face is 
one that would attract attention in any crowd 
and if his face did not his bearing would. 
The most striking features of the face are un- 
doubtedly his eyes, which are dark and clear, 
and ure in strong contrast with his somewhat 
flushed face and white hair and beard. 
His eyes are very expressive and flash when 
he is interested and when he turns suddenly 
on one. He is above medium height, but 
alongside of ex-Gov. Stanard he looked be- 
low it. Mr. Blaine has a manner 
which is simply perfect on occasions 
of this kind. It is cordial and 
yet is not effusive. Ifhe recollects any one he 
shows itat once by a hearty grasp of the 
hand and some pieasant word, and in meeting 
a stranger his manner indicates that he 
is giad to do so without giving

THE THIRD TIME. 


OTTO L. DIERBERGER CONVICTED OF- MUR- 
DER AGAIN THIS MORNING. 


His Punishment Fixed at Ten Years in the 
Penitentiary—History of a Remarkable 
Case Which has Been Before the Courts 
for Years—The Jury Find a Verdict Aft- 
er an All Night Debate—A Dramatic 
Scene Caused by the Wording of the 
Verdict. 


Otto L. Dierberger, the slayer of John Horn, 
has again been convicted of murder. The jury 
in his case returned their verdict into the 
Criminal Court this morning. It found Dier- 
berger guilty of murder in the second degree, 
and assessed his punishment at ten years in the 
penitentiary. The testimony in the case was 
finished yesterday afternoon and the argu- 
ments were made last night. R, S&S. 
McDonaid, Circuit Attorney Clover and As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Marshall F. McDonald 
spoke for the State and C. C. Simmons and 
Charlies P. Johns8on for the defense. At 10 
o’clock last night the case was given to the 
jury and they retired to deliberate on a ver- 
dict, Judge Thomas had instructed them on 
murder in the first degree, murder in the 
second degree, manslaughter in the fourth 
degree and acquittal. After waiting for 
awhile for the jury to report, Judge 


Thomas adjourned court until to-day. 
On the first ballot taken just after retiring the 
jury stood two for murderinthe first degree, 
three for murder in the second degree, five 
for manslaughter in the fourth degree and 
two for acquittal. The evidence was then 
thoroughly gone over and several other bal- 
lots taken, but with no-better result. 

When court opened at 10 o’clock this mcrn- 
ing the jury were asked if they were ready to 
report and replied that they 

COULD NOT AGREE 
upon averdict. They were as far from arriv- 
ing at a conclusion as ever and it was feared 
that they would not be able to agree atall, 
and the case, which has already been 
tried so often, would have to be tried 
once more. The alarm on this score, how- 
ever, pero unfounded, as shortly after ll 
o’clock the jury announced that they had 
agreed upon a verdict and were ready to re- 
port. They were admitted into the court-room, 
which was still pretty well filled. As they 
filed in Dierberger and his wife, who were 
seated together, scanned the faces of the 
jurors anxiously, hoping to read in advance 
the result of their deliberations. After they 
had taken their seats in the jury-box 
the foreman of the twelve good 
and lawful citizens handed the verdict to 
Clerk Finney. The latter then read as fol- 
lows: ‘‘We, the jury, findthe defendant not 
guilty of murder in the first degree as 
charged in the indictment.’’ 
A DRAMATIC SCENE. 

When he got this far the faces of Dierberger 
and his wife flushed with joy, and she leaned 
over as though to grasp him, but held back for 
aimoment when she heardthe clerk continue 
reading. Mr. Finney concinded: ‘*But find 
him guilty of murder in the second degree and 
assess his punishment at ten years in the 
penitentiary. ’’ 

The beam of hope which lighted up the faces 
of Dierberger and wife for a moment disap- 
peared andinits place was to be seen the 
gloom of disappointment. The verdict was a 
severe blow to them, forthey had hoped for 
much better. They expected it would be 
either an acquittal’ora conviction for man- 
slaughter with avery light sentence. It was 
aiso a little more than Messrs. John- 
son and Simmons, his attorneys, had 
bargained for, and they immediately 
fled a motion for a new trial in 
thecase. They also stated after court that if 
the motion was overruled they would ain 
appeal the case. Judge Simmons hopes t6 ob- 
tain a reversal on the grounds that Judge 
Thomas did not properly interpret the de- 
cision of the State Supreme Court in regard to 
instructing the jury as to Dierberger being an 
officer. The attorneys for the prosecution are 
very much elated over the result of the trial, 
and say that the verdict will hold. 

THE THIRD TIME. 

This isthe third time Dierberger has been 
convicted of murder. The offense for which 
he was tried was committed about 1 a’clock 
on the morning of May 25, 1883, on a Market 
street car. A young Englishman named Horn 
was returning from a celebration of the 
Queen’s birthday with his wife 
and aie friend named Joe Jackson, 
The latter got into a dispute 
with the driver of the car, also an English- 
man, about the distance from Manchester to 
Liverpool, and Dierberger interfered. He said 
he was an officer and attempted to arrest 
Jackson, when Horn interfered, and said 
Dierberger was not an officer. A scuffle en- 
sued and Dierberger drew his revolver and shot 
Horn, the latter dying almost immediately. On 
February 15, 1884, he was convicted of murder 
in the first degree, but was granted a new trial 
on the ground that one of the jurors who sat 
in his case was prejudiced against him. 
At the second trial of the case 
he was convicted of murder in the 
second degree and sentenced to twenty-five 
years inthe Penitentiary. The State Supreme 
Court granted him a new trial because the 
court refused to instruet the jury that Dier- 
berger was an officer. He had been granted 
a deputy constable’s commission by Con- 
stable Frese although the commission was 
not recorded and hence illegal. The Supreme 
Court held, however, that Dierberger sup- 
posed he was an officer, and so far as the 
trial was concerned should be regarded as 
such. now convicted for

the conviction is for that offense, he has not 
been restrained of his liberty and left the 
court-room after the verdictcame in. Judge 
Thomas announced that be would pass on the 
motion for a new trial on April 23.

Lake fell to the floor of thd car, and his assail- 
ant said: ‘‘Now, d——n you; when I tell you to 
hold up your hands again, you’ll doit, won’t 
you?’ The assassin then proceeded to bind the 
hands and feet of Lake and put a gage 
in his mouth. One of his legs the 
robber tied tothe safe. The desperado then 
a a bunch of keys out of the pocket of the 
meSsenger and unlocked the safe, which he 
rifled of its money packgges. The amount 
secured is béliceved tt be between $700 
and $800. The robbe¢ left the cur 
at the Delaware, LacksWwanna & Western 
Road crossing. Before lgaving the car, the 
robber said to Lake. ‘*D;—n you, if you say 
anything about this I will Gome back and kill 
you.’”

A NAUGHTY CHEROKEE YOUTH EXCITES 
THE LADIES’ MISSIONARY CONVENTION. 


A Passionate Plea by an Indian Territory 
Delegate—Programme of To-Day’s Ses- 
sion—The Treasurer’s Report—Officers 
Elected—To-Night’s Meeting. 


The second and last day of the decennial 
convention of the Presbyterian Ladies’ Board 
of Missions for the Southwest opened this 
morning promptly at 9:30 o’clock with the 
regular officers present and an increased gen- 
eral attendance, which was doubtless called 
out by the inspiring mass- meeting of last night.

port as home missionary work. 
A PASSIONATE PLEA. 

Mrs. Miller of Tablequah then came forward 
and begun an address that proved to be quite 
sensational. She gave an account of 
her experiences in the Indian’ Territory. 
She is a quiet little lady, whose voice did not 
reach much further from her than a dozen 
rows of pews, and the ladies were not particu- 
larly interested in her remarks, until she 
touched upon her six Cherokee boys. Then 
she became passionate in voice and gesture. 
She told of how she had converted the little 
fellows and seen them grow up toward man- 
hood, and how convinced she was that if their 
souls and the souls of other boys like them 
were to be saved, a home would have to be 
built. This bome would cost but $750, and 
couldn’t the ladies raise the needed sum? 
She gilded the time-worn appeal for money 
with a pretty little show of feeling. Her voice 
had been growing more tearful and her eyes 
more dewy, and asshereached the culmina- 
tion of her appeal, she drew from her pocket 
a letter. 

HOLDING IT HIGH 

in her hand she said, -‘Ohn, sisters, I have just 
heard by this that one of those dear boys has 
gone wrong. He bas taken to 
drink. Oh, my _ boys, y boys,’’ she 
cried in such a tone of pain 
thatthe moist-eyed ladies near her began to 
Shell out their silver. As the lady caught 
Sight of these substantial tokens of the sym- 
puthy about her she gradually grew calm, and 
finished in a quiet manner. 

This stirring address was followed by a 
paper on ‘‘Unemployed Talent,’’ by Miss 
Conklin, read by Mrs. George E. Martin.

Gov. Marmaduke Vetoes the Springfield 


Court of Appeals Bill. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 31.—Gov. Mar- 
maduke sentintothe Secretary of State this 
morning his veto of the Springfield Court of 
Appeals bill. The Governor says: 


I have the honor to return to you, withont 
my approval, Senate bili 87, entitied ‘‘An 
act to establish an Appellate Court 
to be known as the Springfield Court of 
Appeals, the appointment and election of 
judges and their tenure of office, and pfo- 
Viding for the appointment of officers and 
attendants of said court, and their com- 
pensation. The effect of this bill is 
to establish a third Court of Ap- 
peals at ny cost of from $15 , 000 
to $20,000 per year, exclusive of building and 
library, and introduce an additional element 
of uncertainty as to the judicial interpretation 
of our laws, which may lead to unfortunate 
results. Thisis avery important and some- 
what expensive matter,and we should carefully 
consider the wisdom, prudence and necessity 
ofthe action before taking it. This I have 
attempted todo. In this endeavor I have been 
led to the inguiry, why was the organization 
oftnese Courts of Appeals authorized? The 
answer is to relieve the over-crowded 
condition of the docket of the State Court of 
last resort, and thus afford to the litigants: of 
our State speedy, economical and final ceter- 
mination of matters in controversy. These 
are the purposes, and the only purposes, in 
their creation. The courts were authorized by 
the people with great reluctance, and only be- 
cause a great necessity was upon us for some 
kind- of permanent relief to the Supreme 
Court. 

They should be multiplied only tothat ex- 
tent absolutely necessary to execute the pur- 
poses of their creation.

But does this 
court afford or tend to afford such relief? 

It certainly doesnot. It would have juris- 
dictionin those cases only which now g9 to 
the Court of Appeals at St. Lotis 
and Kansas’ City. It would § lesson 
the work of those two courts andof them 
alone. Is this relief needed? The following 
facts answer that inquiry with convincing 
force. The Court of Appeals at Kansas City 
was organized and began work two years ago, 
Here is its history: There were sent to this 
court onthe first general order of transfer 
550 cases. Since that time there have been 
sent to this court from the Supreme Court fifty 
cases, making an aggregate of 600 cases re- 
ceived from that court. The total number 
of cases appeabed to this court 
to the 22d of January, 1887, is 360, an average 
per year of 180. At the March term, 1885, 225 
cases were submitted to the court; at the Oc- 
tober term, 1885, 310 cases; March term, 
1886, 210 cases; at the October term, 
1886, 150 cases; a total of 895 cases to 
which must be added twenty cases which have 
been considered and disposed of upon motions 
to affirm judgment, which makes the aggre- 
gate number disposed of during the years 1885 
and 1886, 915, or an average of 45742 per year for 
each year. The court is up _ with 
its docket, and bas but 135 cases for hearing at 
the March term, 1887. 

Of the ten counties proposed to be taken 
from this district, cases have been received 
from them as foliows within the two years 

ast: Jasper, 23; Polk, 2; Dallas, 3; Cedar, 1; 
itekery, 2; Barton, 8; Dade, none; Vernon, 
8; Camden, none; Maries, 1; total, 48; average 
per year, 24. 

The showing from the docket of the &t. 
Louis Court of Appeals is the following: From 
each of the counties proposed to be taken in- 
to the Springfield district, March term 1885, 3; 
October term, 1855, ; March term, 1886, 15; 
October term, 1886, 30; March term 1887, 18; to- 
tal for the five terms, 101. 

For the past two years the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals has called its entire docket at each 
term, and delivered opinions in all cases sub- 
mitted. From these facts it is beyond dispute 
that no delay to the litigant is had in these 
two courts, and that they do not need relief at 
present. Should they ever, the General As- 
sembly can then promptly provide it. This bill 
neither affords any relief where it ie needed, 
nor in any way expedites the final adjudication 
of cases appealed from the Cirenuit or Oriminal 
Courts, neither does it materially lessen the 
cost of such litigation to the client, as only 
attorneys attend these appeliate courts.

A CHICAGO BAILROAD, 

It should excite a thrill of envy in St. 
Louis to read of the vigorous protest made 
by the Chicago & Alton road against the 
new rates between the seaboard and the 
Mississippi. These rates merely place 
Chicago. on an equality with St. Louis; 
they do not discriminate against Chicago 
directly or indirectly; they give that city 
its fair through rate from the seaboard, 
and ask it to stand its share of the local 
rate to local points further west. 

But because this arrangement does not 
continue to give Chicago the preference 
which has so long existed, the Chicago & 
Alton throws the whole arrangement 
aside, kicks it cut of doors and proposes 
to stand by Chicago interests, right or 
wrong. 

This is a magnificent exhibition of spirit, 
but why isitthat no such exhibition of 
spirit is ever made in favor of St. Louis? 

The Chicago & Alton isa Chicago road, 
and it stands by Chicago; it helps Chi- 
cago; it builds up Chicago interests and it 
fights for Chicago in peace and war. But 
it is no exception. The Lake Shore, the 
Northwestern, the Illinois Central, the 
Rock Island, the St. Paul, the C., B. & Q., 
are equally deyoted to Chicago interests, 
and work for the welfare of Chicago. 
But who ever heard of a Missouri railroad 
fighting for St. Louis? When did one of 
those roads break from any pool or joint 
arrangement because it was unfair to St. 
Louis? 

These are hard questions, but they are 
fair questions. The railroad managers 
of this State are wont to complain of 
the way they are treated by the 
press, and of the unfavorable tone of 
public sentiment towards them. We ask 
them to look at this patriotic action ofa 
Chicago road and confrast it with the 
record they have made in neglecting St. 
Louis and in allowing St. Louis interests 
to be overslaughed by the big corpora- 
tions leading into Chicago. 

When the railroads which are supported 
by our traffic show a disposition to protect 
our interests, the¥ will have no cause to 
complain of press comments or of public 
censure. But itis not pleasant to think 
that St. Louis has had to owe to Federal 
legislation the first display of that fair 
treatment, which it has never had, and 
which provokes the prompt opposition of 
the powerful allies of Chicago.

THe Wisconsin Legislature has passed 
one of the most yicious and indefensible 
railroad bills on record. It requires rail- 
roads to carry free all State officers, 
judges of courts of record and members 
of the Legislature, and the only compen- 
sation it offers for this extorted service is 
a@ provision that railroads shall not be per- 
mitted to issue other passes at the 
request of members of the Legisla- 
ture for the use of their friends 
and constituents. A few years ago 
the railroad passes issued at the 
request of members of the Pennsylvania 
Legislature were estimated at a value of 
$14,000 per annum for eachmember. This 
use of the free pass to blackmail railroads 
on the one hand and to corrupt constitu- 
encies on the other, was the occasion of 
the provision in Pennsylvania’s Con- 
stitution forbidding railroads to issue 


free passes to anybody but their 
own ' employes. That provision has 
been disregarded, because, in one 


sense, the members of the Legislature and 
a large number of their constituents were, 
and still remain, employes of the rail- 
roads. Unfortunately such abuses can 
continue in both Pennsylvania and Wis- 
consin, in spite of the new interstate 
commerce law, until the people elect State 
Legislatures which will neither rob the 
railroads nor permit them to wrong the 
publie. 
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INTERNAL Rovenue Bureau figures show 
that the oleomargarine factories have 
made and shipped for consumption 12, 645, - 
740 pounds in the four months from No- 
vember to February, inclusive. This is 
an average of over 3,200,000 pounds a 
month, and in the same months the 
amount exported from the United States 
has averaged only 38,199 pounds per 
month. The most of this vast amount of 
imitation butter is probably eaten in the 
South, where the masses do not know the 
taste of good butter, and where a fair arti- 
cle of oleomargarine is probable the most 
palatable article obtainable as a substi- 
tute for good butter.

From an Interview witb Speaker Carlisle. 

‘No Congress that ever sat since the organi- 
zation of the Government has had as much 
business presented for consideration, nor 
passed as many bills. 

During the two sessions of the Forty-ninth 
Congress there were introduced into the 
House 11,526 bills and joint resolutions, and 
into the Senate 3,476 bills and joint resolu- 
tions, making in all 15,002, nearly twice as 
many as ever before. Of these 1,442 actually 
became laws, and 194 more which passed both 
Houses failed to take effect. 

No other Congress in time of peace ever 
passed so many really important general 
statutes as the one which has just adjourned. 
Among these may be mentioned the act to 
regulate the succession to the Presidential 
office; the Interstate Commerce act; the 
Utah Polygamy act; the agricultural exper- 
iment station act; the act to regulate the 
jurisdiction of the United States Circuit 
Courts; the act relating to the count of the 
electoral vote; the act to investigate the 
accounts and management of the sub- 
sidized Pacitic Railroad companies; the act to 
prevent inclosures of the public lands; the act 
to prohibit the acquisition of lands in the Ter- 
ritories by alien subjects and corporations; 
the act to amend the law in relation to the im- 
portation of laborers under contract; the act 
to authorize the President to adopt retaliatory 
measures toward Great Britain in the fisheries 
controversy;the act to extend the free de- 
livery service; the act to authorize claimants 
toinstitute suits against the Government in 
the District and Circuit Courts of the United 
States, and to amend the law in re- 
lation to the reference of claims to the 
Court of Claims by the two Houses of Con- 
gress; the act forthe redemption and recoin- 
age of the trade dollar; the act to repeal the 
tenure of office law; the act to prohibit officers 
and agents of the United States from hiring 
out convicts; the act to adjust and settle all 
questions relating to land grants to railroad 
companies and to recover lands improperly 
patented to such companies; a number of acts 
forfeiting lands heretofore granted to railroad 
companies and restoring them to the public 
domain, and many other very important gen- 
eral luws which must have a large influence 
upon the future of the country.

Nothing which has occurred in Maine for 
some time has caused so much comment and 
criticism as the vetoing of the Medical Regis- 
tration bill by Gov. Bodwell, to prevent quacks 
and incompetent persons from practicing 
medicine without an examination. The Gov- 
ernor signed it and sent it to the Secretary of 
State’s office for record. That very night Mr. 
Blaine had the Governor and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Baker in his study. 

‘*You must veto that medical bill,’’ thun- 
dered Mr. Biaine. ‘‘Iits passage means the 
loss of 10,000 votes to us. We can’t stand that. 
Every Spiritualist would vote against us. The 
bill must and shall be vetoed,’’ said the dis- 
tinguished son of Maine. 

‘*But I have signed it,’’ remarked the sub- 
dued Governor. 

‘*That makes no difference. A veto must be 
written, taking a Constitutional ground 
against the principles ofthe measure. Baker 
will prepare the veto message for you. lam 
too excited to write it myself.’’ 

The Governor’s name was scratched from 
the bill, the record of his signature wiped out, 
and the veto message sent in to the Senate, 

Many of the best lawyers in Maine pro- 
nounce the bill, as signed and recorded, as 
good and valid law as there is in Maine. The 
educated and abler physicians ofthe State, 
without regard to party, denounce the veto, 
and there is nodoubt that the matter will 
come upinthe courts. Itis the talk of the 
State, and there are more disclosures yet to 
come. .

It 
was suggested that the Invitation Commit- 
tee attend to the matter, but the members 
of the Committee respectfully declined, Mr. 
Kennard suggested that the work was too big 
for one man, and be thought the most efii- 
cient way of distributing the sheets would be 
to appoint a committee of 100 or 200 to 
distribute the sheets.

When 
the separation took place he said that he was 
going to Florida. Mrs. Tremlett asks for ali- 
mony, alleging that her husband is possessed 
of $80,000 worth of property.

One of 
those who heard him say this suggested 
that he had made a great nation very 
happy. ‘‘Yes,’’ he replied, ‘‘but how 
‘many other nations have I rendered un- 
happy? But for me three great wars 
would never have taken place, 80,000 men 
would not have been killed in battle, 
fathers, mothers. brothers, sisters and 
wi¥es would not have been plunged into 
misery. Ihave settled all that with my 
“ccapenneee and with my Creator, but I 
have rea very little, ifany, happiness 
from all that I have done; the only things 
it has yielded me are various anxieties 
and griefs.’’

DETROIT, Mich., March 31.—The intensity of 
feeling over the proposed prohibition amend- 
ment has no parallel in the history of political 
campaigns in this State.

New York, March 31.—Argument will be 
heard to-morrow forenoon before Recorder 
Smyth in Part? of the Court of General Ses- 
sions on the application of Lawyer John B. 
Hart of San Francisco to quash the thirty- 
three-year-old indictment for forgery hanging 
over the head of the once noted criminal 
named William Kissane. The WORLD of yes- 
terday contained an epitome of the remarka- 
ble career of Kissane, who is now said to bea 
millionaire railway director of San 
Francisco, and to ocenpy a prominent 
business position at the Golden Gate. 
The strangest feature of the whole case 
is the fact that Kissane’s identity might have 
continued unknown for an indefinite period 
to the people of San Francisco, except for his 
anxiety to get this old indictment out of tho 
way. The presentment of the Grand-jury, 
made on November 14, 1854, to which Kissane’s 
counsel desires to enter a nolle proseq ui, it*is 
said, has practically been dead for vears. It 
was generally believed that when Kissane was 
sent to Sing Sing, in March, 1855, his sentence 
oftwo and a half years covered the two in- 
dictments against him. But Kissane is re- 
ported to have been threatened with expos- 
ure by an old playfellow whose family he 
wronged, The former had lived for twenty- 
five years on the Pacific Slope underan as- 
sumed name and might have continued todo 
so perhaps 

HAD HE REPAIRED HIS WRONG. 

‘*When all the facts about Kissane come out, 
as now seem probable, the papers will have a 
genuine sensation,’’ said President George G. 
Williams of the Commercial National Bank to 
the Post- DISPATCH orrespondent yesterday. 
‘*His history is one of the most remarkable I 
have ever heard of. Once the companion of 
the most noted criminals of this city, and 
guilty of numerous crimes himself, he is at 
present living in luxury and ease at San Fran- 
cisco. The bank will oppose the motion of 
his counsel to have this old indictment against 
him dropped. Itis pretended that he has made 


good allthe money he unlawfully obtained 
trom the bank, but that is nottrue, and is the 
very reason why the case will not be dropped. 
Some months ago Kissane opened communi- 
cation with us on the subject and tried to have 
us withdraw our opposition. Until that time 
we had no idea of what had become of him. 
Now we shall ineist on the return of the money 
dueus. Kissane’s forgeries created tremen- 
dous furor in New York. His trial made more 
of ascnsation for those days than even the 
‘boodle’ aldermen trials now. There is no 
reason why the bank should lose anything 
through him, since he has been so prosper- 
ous.’’ 
KISSANE’S BAD BREAK. 

Said Book-keeper Parsons, who has been 
connected with the Chemical Bank for years: 
‘*We recovered $10,500 of the $14,870 that Kis- 
Sane got from the bank. The balance of $4,000 
with compound interest, which we c!aim, now 
amounts to about $25,000. He was very fool- 
ish not to settle with the bank for then he 
might have avoided an exposure. But he was 
given an opportunity to make good the loss, 
but refused. Proper steps will be taken to 
recover the amount. Kissane’s record is a 
very badone. He was mixed up in the affair 
ofthe burning of the steamer Martna Wash- 
ington in 1353. She was alarge Missiasippi River 
boat which Lyman Cole, who was known to all 
the old detectives of this city, and Kissane 
got possession ofin some way. At Cincinnati 
they loaded her up with bricks,. chips and 
worthless stuff in boxes and barrels and got 
the cargo insured for a large amount, pre- 
tending it was merchandize. At Helena, Ark., 
the boat was set on fire. Although twenty 
lives were lost the Washington was not en- 
tirely destroyed, so that the scheme was dis- 
covered. Kissane and Cole were on trial for 
conspiracy against the insurance companies, 
some of the best lawyers of the country being 
engaged in the case. :

There were 
$6,500 in- bills found ina magnesia bottle, and 
this and the $4,000 that Cole had was all the 
bank got back, Weare aware of the name by 
which Kissane is known in San Francisco.’’ 
HOW THE EXPOSURE CAME ABOUT. 
Chief Clerk Sparks of the Court of General 
Sessions added these last chapters of Kissane’s 
history: ‘‘Last fall Gen. Francis Dorr wrote 
and asked me to send himarecord of Kis- 
sane’s crime and trial.- Idid ashe requested 
and the General informed me how he came to 
discover the identity of Kissane. He said they 
were brought up together in a Little Ohio town 
near Cincinnati. The families of botk had oil 
and candle factories and a Sharp rivalry 
existed between them. One night the 
Dorr tactory was leveled to the ground 
fire, and as there was only a small 
iusurance on it the family was ruined. Kis- 
sane, then a young man just approaching 
manhood, was suspected of having started 
the fire, for he was seen in that vicinity on the 
night in question. He left his home and com- 
menced his career of crime. Dorr went to 
West Point, was graduated and was general in 
the Federal army. Later he came to New 
York and was enguged in the oil business. A 
year or more ago he received flattering offers 
to go to California to act us chief en- 
yineer of a railway there, and he accepted. 

n this position it became necessary 
for Gen. Dorr to confer frequently 
with the directors of the company. On 
one occasion the General was struck by the 
likeness of one of the directors seated oppo- 
site him at the table to Kissane, whom he had 
not seen in years, Meeting him on the street 
one day, the General went up to him and Suid: 

Bod “HOW ARE YOU, BILL KISSANE?’ 

‘The director was very indignant at what he 
termed the insolence of tiie en rineer, but the 
latter gave him to understand that he knew 
who he was, and after that the accused man 
Shunned him at every opportunity. Gen, 
Dorr also charged that while Kissane was liv. 
ing in Missouri, the latter quarrelied with a 
man whose dead body was found in St. Louis 
and Kissane disappeared at the same time, 
Kissane is said to have married in California 
twenty years ago, and has six children. It 
was a reckless thing for Kissane to send a law- 
yer here to rake up that old indictment. for 
all the facts are bound to come out now, and I 
don’t see how an exposure can be avoided.’’
